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Easter  Flowers. 


History  tells  us  that  the  early  Chris¬ 
tians  often  adorned  their  churches  with 
dowers. 

One  writer  speaks  of  it  as  a  custom 
‘‘worth  mentioning,  for  its  innocency  and 
spiritual  simplicity,”  and  goes  on  to  say, 
“Austin  takes  notice  of  it  speaking  of 
one  who  carried  away  with  him  some 
dowers  from  off  the  altar.  And  Paul- 
inus  in  his  poetical  way  refers  to  it  also.” 

But  Jerome  does  it  the  most  honor  in 
his  praise  of  his  friend  Nepotian,  saying, 
“he  took  care  to  have  everything  neat 
and  clean  about  the  church,  the  altar 
bright,  the  walls  whited,  the  pavement 
swept,  the  vestry  clean,  and  the  vessels 
shining.  And  so  far  did  his  pious  solic¬ 


itude  about  these  matters  extended,  that 
he  made  dowers,  and  leaves,  and- 
branches  of  trees,  contribute  to  the 
beauty  and  ornament  of  the  churches.” 

In  England  this  custom  dates  back 
three  or  four  hundred  years  at  least,  and 
is  not  condned  to  any  one  festival.  It  i& 
also  very  common  in  the  Protestant 
churches  of  Germany  and  Sweden. 

There  seems  to  be  a  special  propriety 
in  such  use  of  dowers  at  Easter,  when 
we  try  to  show  our  joy  and  thankfulness 
for  our  Lord’s  resurrection,  which  is  the 
pledge  of  our  own  rising  at  the  last  day. 
Year  after  year  we  see  them  droop  and 
fade  away  at  the  Cold  touch  of  winter^, 
and,  save  in  the  sunny  South,  not  one  re¬ 
mains  outside  of  our  homes.  But  they 
do  live  again,  and  in  the  warm  spring, 
at  God’s  call,  they  come  forth  from  root 
and  seed,  long  buried  in  the  dark,  cold 
ground,  and  bloom  in  all  their  beauty 
and  fragrance. 

And  we  shall  die,  and  our  bodies  lie  in 
the  silent  grave  for  a  long,  long  time,, 
until  summoned  by  God  to  be  reunited 
with  our  deathless  spirits. 

Then,  if  like  the  flowers,  our  lives 
have  yielded  sweet  incense  to  his  praise, 
we  shall  wear  new  and  glorious  forms, 
whose  beauty  shall  never  fade.

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The  Year  of  Christ’s  Birth. 


In  the  current  reckoning,  the  birth  of 
■  our  Savior  is  placed  too  late  from  three 
to  five  years.  Such  is  the  opinion  of  all 
-chronologists  now.  A  sort  of  average 
has  been  usually  adopted,  and  it  is  com¬ 
monly  said,  in  general  terms,  that  it  is 
Lour  years  too  late,  i.  e.,  a  medium' be¬ 
tween  the  extreme  of  three  and  five 
which  different  chronologists  have  fixed 
>=upon;  but  it  is  not  certainly  known 
whether  it  was  three  or  four  or  five 
years,  though  there  is  little  question  but 
that  it  was  at  least  four  years. 

How  happened  this  mistake  in  the 
vulgar  reckoning?  In  the  following 
way:  The  birth  of  Christ  was  first 
made  an  era  from  which  to  reckon  dates 
by  Dionysius  Exiguus,  about  A.  D.  532. 
He  supposed  that  Christ  was  born  on 
the  25th  of  December,  in  the  year  of 
Rome  (A.  U.  C.)  753,  in  the  consulship 
of  Lentulus  and  Piso.  His  reckoning 
and  this  era  were  adopted  by  the  Anglo- 
Saxons  in  England  about  A.  D.  600; 
afterward,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
eighth  century,  by  the  Frank  kings, 
Pepin  and  Charlemagne.  So  it  soon 
passed  into  general  use. 

But  Dionysius  Exiguus  mistook  the 
year,  and  probably  the  day  and  the 
month.  As  to  the  year,  Christ  was  cer¬ 
tainly  born  before  the  death  of  Herod 
the  Great  (see  Matt.).  Now  Herod  the 
Great  died  in  the  year  of  Rome  749  or, 
750.  Some  chronologists  have  attempt¬ 
ed  to  make  a  nearer  approximation  to 
the  years  of  Christ’s  birth  by  the  help 
of  Luke’s  remark  (3:  2-23)  that  Jesus 
was  about  thirty  years  old  in  the  fif¬ 
teenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Tiberius 
•Caesar.  Tiberius  became  sole  Emperor, 
-August,  in  the  year  of  Rome  767.  Add 


the  fourteen  years  of  Tiberius’  reign, 
and  it  appears  that  Christ  was  about 
thirty  years  of  age  in  the  year  of  Rome 
781. 

But  there  is  some  reason  to  think  that 
Augustus  made  Tiberius  partner  in  the 
government  two  years  before,  that  is,  in 
765  plus  14.  In  this  case  Tiberius’  fif¬ 
teenth  year  would  be  779  of  the  year  of 
Rome.  Now,  if  our  Savior  was  about 
thirty  years  old  in  the  year  of  Rome 
781,  he  was  born  about  the  year  of 
Rome  751.  If  in  the  year  of  Rome  779, 
then  he  was  born  about  the  year  of 
Rome  749. 

But  the  remark  of  Luke  does  not 
serve  to  fix  the  year  precisely,  for  he 
says  '‘'‘about  thirty  years  of  age,”  to  say 
nothing  of  the  uncertainty  whether  he 
reckoned  Tiberius’  reign  from  the  death 
of  Augustus  or  from  two  years  before. 
We  have  to  fall  back  on  the  death  of 
Herod  the  Great,  and  that  fixes  the  date 
of  Christ’s  birth  at  least  three  or  four 
years  before  the  vulgar  era. 

But  this  historical  uncertainty  as  to 
the  precise  day  of  Christ’s  birth  does 
not  essentially  affect  the  interest  of  our 
precious  Christmas  celebration.  The 
event  we  celebrate  is  a  reality,  and  the 
day  which  the  Christian  world  agrees 
upon  for  the  celebration  of  the  event, 
we  all  unanimously  accept  and  improve 
for  that  commemoration. —  Christian  at 
Work.

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Facts  Worth  Remembering. 


A  box  twenty-eight  inches  by  sixteen 
inches  square,  and  twenty-eight  inches 
deep,  will  contain  a  barrel. 

A  cord  of  stones,  three  bushels  of 
lime  and  a  cubic  yard  of  sand  will  lay 
one  hundred  feet  of  wall. 

One  thousand  laths  will  cover  seventy 
yards  of  surface,  and  eleven  pounds  of 
lath  nails  will  nail  them  on. 

Eight  bushels  of  good  lime,  sixteen 
bushels  of  sand  and  one  bushel  of  hair 
will  make  enough  mortar  to  plaster  one 
hundred  square  yards. 

One  thousand  shingles,  laid  four 
inches  to  the  weather,  will  cover  one 
hundred  square  feet  of  surface,  and  five 
pounds  of  shingle  nails  will  fasten  them. 

One-fifth  more  siding  and  flooring  is 
needed  than  the  number  of  square  feet 
of  surface  to  be  covered,  because  of  the 
lap  in  the  siding  and  matching  of  the 
floor. 

Five  courses  of  brick  will  lay  one  foot 
in  height  on  a  chimney.  Nine  bricks  in 
a  course  will  make  a  flue  eight  inches 
wide  and  twenty  inches  long,  and  eight 
bricks  in  a  course  will  make  a  flue  eight 
inches  wide  and  sixteen  inches  long. 


Joseph  Cook,  in  talking  of  students 
who  did  not  have  time  to  go  to  prayer¬ 
meeting,  said  that  when  he  was  in  col¬ 
lege  he  always  took  time  for  such 
things.  ‘‘When  a  student  becomes  un¬ 
spiritual,”  said  he,  “his  mind  is  be¬ 
clouded,  but  when  he  is  lifted  into  a 
high  spiritual  atmosphere  by  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  an  hour  or  two  of  prayer,  he 
can  swoop  down  upon  his  studies  like 
an  eagle  on  his  prey.” 


Household. 

Oranges,  lemons  and  similar  acid 
fruits  should  always  be  put  up  in  glass,„ 
as  the  acid  in  them  readily  attacks  tin 
plate. 

For  the  relief  of  intense  itching  the- 
Lancet  recommends  sponging  the  parts^ 
once  or  twice  a  day  with  pure  rectified 
spirits  containing  one  per  cent,  of  car¬ 
bolic  acid. 

The  French  method  of  administering  : 
castor  oil  to  children  is  to  pour  the  oil 
into  a  pan  over  a  moderate  fire,  break 
an  egg  into  it  and  stir  up.  When  it  is 
done  flavor  with  a  little  salt,  sugar  or  ' 
currant  jelly. 

In  making  pickles  never  use  vessels 
of  brass,  copper  or  tin,  as  the  action  of" 
the  acid  on  such  metals  often  results  in 
poisoning  the  pickles.  Either  a  porce¬ 
lain  or  granite  iron  kettle  is  the  best  for* 
such  purposes. 

Worms  in  Flower-Pots.  —  A  new 
remedy  for  the  worms  which  destroy 
house-plants  is  a  number  of  sulphur- 
matches  placed  in  the  flower-pots  with 
their  heads  down.  The  experiment  has^ 
been  tried  with  success. 

Mould  can  be  prevented  from  form¬ 
ing  on  fruit  jellies  by  pouring  a  little - 
melted  paraffine  over  the  top.  When 
cool  it  will  harden  to  a  solid  cake,  which 
can  be  easily  removed  when  the  jelly 
is  used,  and  saved  to  use  over  again  an¬ 
other  year. 

Chloride  of  lime  should  be  used  with 
care.  A  young  lady  recently  put  a 
large  quantity  in  a  clothes-press  where 
there  was  a  musty  smell.  The  bad  oder 
was  entirely  destroyed  by  the  chemical,, 
but  a  silk  dress,  of  a  pale  blue  color  was:* 
bleached  to  a  dirty  gray  hue  and  ren¬ 
dered  almost  useless.

Arranging  for  Funerals. 

So  often  people  make  awkward  ar¬ 
rangements  in  case  of  funerals.  This 
can  be  avoided  if  things  are  done  in 
order  and  to  the  point.  Very  frequent¬ 
ly  the  pastor  is  left  entirely  out  of  con¬ 
sideration  when  arrangements  are  made 
for  funerals.  Hence  the  following  rules 
might  come  very  good  to  many,  and 
would  avoid  much  trouble  and  do  great 
good : 

1.  When  a  death  occurs  in  your  fam¬ 
ily  do  not  set  the  time  for  burial  for  the 
hrst  thing. 

2.  See  the  preacher  first  about  what 
time  would  suit  him,  as  he  might  have 
another  engagement. 

3.  Avoid  Sunday  funerals  if  at  all 
possible,  and  in  so  doing  you  will  not 
interfere  with  other  services  and  ap¬ 
pointments. 

4.  Use  economy,  for  in  our  day  more 
expense  is  incurred  in  funerals  than  ne¬ 
cessary. 


5.  Do  not  make  a  big  party  out  of  a 
funeral  by  asking  everybody  back  to 
the  house  for  refreshments.  Avoid 
this.  Confine  your  invitation  to  the  im¬ 
mediate  family  and  no  more. 

6.  Take  leave  of  the  remains  at  the 
house  and  thus  avoid  a  public  gaze  by  a 
curious  and  inquisitive  community  at 
the  church. 

7.  If  your  friend  is  not  a  member  of 
the  church  do  not  expect  the  preacher 
to  say  anything  that  he  cannot  fully 
endorse.

Thanksgiving  Day — (Usually  the  last  Thurs¬ 
day  in  November)  whenever  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  or  Governors 
of  the  States — in  all  the  States  and  Territories. 

Fast  Days — Whenever  appointed  by  the  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  United  States,  or  by  the  Governors 
— in  all  the  States. 

New  YeaFs  Day — January  1 — in  all  States 
except  Arkansas,  Delaware,  Georgia,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire, 
North  Carolina,  Rhode  Island  and  South  Car¬ 
olina. 

Washington’s  Birthday — February  22 — in  all 
States  except  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida,  In¬ 
diana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Maine,  Missouri,  North 
Carolina,  Ohio,  Oregon,  Tennessee,  and  Texas. 

General  Election  Day — (Usually  on  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  in  November) — in  Cali¬ 
fornia,  Maine,  Missouri,  New  Jersey,  New  York, 
Oregon,  South  Carolina  and  Wisconsin. 

Decoration  Day — May  30 — in  Colorado,  Con¬ 
necticut,  Michigan,  Maine,  New  Hampshire, 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode 
Island  and  Vermont. 

Good  Friday — Friday  before  Easter  Sunday — 
in  Florida,  Louisiana,  Minnesota  and  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  Easter  Sunday  is  the  first  Sunday  after 
the  full  moon,  which  happens  on  or  after 
March  21st.  If  full  moon  happens  on  Sunday, 
Easter  Sunday  is  the  Sunday  thereafter. 

Shrove  Tuesday — The  Tuesday  preceeding  the 
first  day  of  Lent — in  Louisiana,  and  the  cities 
of  Selma,  Mobile  and  Montgomery,  Alabama.

RELATING  TO  NOTES. 

Demand  notes  are  payable  on  presentation 
without  grace,  and  bear  legal  interest,  after  a 
demand  has  been  made,  if  not  so  written.  An 
endorser  on  a  demand  note  is  hoi  den  only  for  a 
limited  time,  variable  in  different  States. 

A  negotiable  note  must  be  made  payable 
either  to  bearer,  or  be  properly  endorsed  by 
the  person  to  whose  order  it  is  made.  If  the 
endorser  wishes  to  avoid  responsibility,  he  can 
endorse  “without  recourse.” 

A  joint  note  is  one  signed  by  two  or  more 
persons,  who  each  become  liable  for  the  whole 
amount. 

Three  Days’  grace  are  allowed  on  all  time 
notes,  after  the  time  for  payment  expires ;  if 
not  then  paid,  the  endorser,  if  any,  should  be 
legally  notified,  to  be  holden. 

Notes  falling  due  Sunday,  or  on  a  legal  holi¬ 
day,  must  be  paid  the  day  previous. 

Notes  dated  Sunday  are  void. 

Altering  a  note  in  any  manner  by  the  holder^, 
makes  it  void. 

Notes  given  by  minors  are  void. 

The  maker  of  a  note  that  is  lost  or  stolen  is- 
not  released  from  payment  if  the  amount  and 
consideration  can  be  proven. 

Notes  obtained  by  fraud,  or  given  by  an  intox¬ 
icated  person,  cannot  be  collected. 

An  endorser  has  a  right  of  action  against  all 
whose  names  were  previously  on  a  note  en¬ 
dorsed  by  him. 

Deposits  of  money  in  a  bank  placed  to  the 
credit  of  depositors,  are  always  subject  to  their 
check  for  full  amount  due.
